Just had a very interesting trip to the assessor's to find some BLM 
around the confluence of Minnie with the Animas. Thought it'd be a 
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breeze. Especially since I brought the sampling crew through there, 
sure that I knew where I could take them! 


The assessor currently has no way to lay that area's plats over google 
earth so I got copies of all of the surveys along there which I have no 
way to send digitally. I could take pics with my phone and send if your 
really want me to. The assessor hopes soon to have a much better GIS 
layer that will incorporate all of the surveys stored in their vault. Soon 
is relative though. 


There is NO BLM (much to my disbelief) along the Animas from just 
above Cataract (where we took one of your EPA opp samples in the 
fall) all the way to well above Eureka townsite. My apologies for 
leading you astray. 


Below the confluence of Minnie/Animas is owned by Joe and Sharon 
Jepson from the Canyon View Motel in Silverton. From the 
Minnie/Animas confluence going upstream 1200'+/- is owned by: 


Sandra Ippolite 
187 W. Stovin Ave 
Winter Park, FL 32789 


This is the best stretch to find a single channel, however I do not 
remember any big boulders to hide a minisipper behind. We got 
samples and flow here and down on the Jepsons stretch just below the 
confluence with Minnie. 


So here is the humdinger: Sunnyside owns every parcel from 1200' 
above Minnie all the way to Eureka and over to County Road 2. This 
entire stretch is braided and, in my opinion, wouldn't give you a very 
complete picture for your minisipper investment.
